0000z, March 30th until 2359z May 30th, Canadian Amateurs may replace their normal 
callsign prefix with a special prefix as follows: VA2 to VC2, VA3-VC3, VA7-VC7, VE1-VD1, 
VE2-VD2, VE3-VD3, VE4-VD4, VES-VD5, VE6-VD6, VE7-VD7, VE8-VD8, VE9-VD9, 
VO1-VO7, VO2-VO8, VY1-VY7 and VY2-VY8. 


D6, COMOROS (and possibly FR/G, GLORIOSO ISLAND) 


Michel, FRS5HG, who has been active in Comoros for the last 2 and a half months signing 
D68SE, states he will be leaving within the next. He also states there is a good possibility that 
he will be in Glorioso next May.
